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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fonns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kalwara 
et al (U.S. 5.409,987) In view of Galle et al (RU 2,221 ,836). 

Kalwara et al discloses a method for applying rubber onto a roof. The method 
includes providing an adhesive comprising polychloroprene rubber polymer, monoolefin 
based rubber polymers, tackifler resins, and depending on the particular polymers used, 
a combination of solvents such as cyclohexane, toluene, and n-heptane are used to 
form a flowable adhesive composition, applying the composition by spraying onto a 
roofing substrates, which inherently provide an even layered film and applying the a 
roofing membranes to the applied adhesive. (Col 2, lines 24-32, Col 4, lines 10-45, Col 
4, line 55 to Col 5, line 2) Kalwara et al is silent as to the solvent includes dearomatlzed 
petrol. However, providing dearomatlzed petrol or gasoline as a solvent Is well known 
and conventional as shown for example by Galle et al. Galle et al teaches the fact that 
n-heptane and dearomatlzed gasoline are known to be equivalent for use as non-polar 
solvents. (See English abstract of RU 2,221 ,836) 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill In the art at the time the 
Invention was made to use dearomatlzed gasoline as a non-polar solvent as disclosed 
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by Gaile et al in the method of Kalwara et al because these two materials are art 
recognized as equivalents. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed September 30, 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

4. In response to applicant's argument the references do not disclose components 
including dearomatized petrol, culohexaol and toulene, however, the claim does not 
required culohexaol and toulene. The independent claim recites cyclohexane and 
toluene, which Kalwara et al disclosed as a combination with other solvents for 
dissolving the adhesive composition. (Col 4, lines 21-35) The examiner also relied on 
Gaile et al for the teaching of using n-heptane and dearomatized gasoline are functional 
equivalents, wherein n-heptane is recited by Kalwara et al as one of the combination of 
solvents for dissolving the adhesive composition. 

5. In response to applicant's argument that Gaile et al is nonanalogous art, it has 
been held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, 
if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant 
was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed 
invention. See In re Oetiker. 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this 
case, Gaile et al is providing the teaching that non-polar solvents included n-heptane 
and dearomatized gasoline and is pertinent to the particular problem of providing 
solvents for dissolving components.
